I. 


Hat he the ſaid Thomas Earle of Strafford, 
hath traircrouſly endeavoured to ſubverc 
the fundamentall laws and government of 
the Realmes of England and reland, and in 
ſtead thereof ro introduce an arbitrary and 
tyrannicall government againſt law, which 
; hehath declared by trayterous words,cout- 
ſels and actions, and by. giving his Majeſtic advice, by force of 
armes to compell his loyall wn _ to ſubmit thereunto. 

That he hath craycerouſly afſumed to himſelf Regall power o- 
verthe lives, liberties, perſons, lands, and goods of his Majeſtics 
Subjects in England and Ireland, and hath exerciſed the ſame ty- 
rannically, to the ſabverſion and undoing of many both of Peeres 
and others of his Majeſties Ir | 


That the better to inrichand enable himſelfrogo through with 
his trayterousdeſignes, hee hath detained a great part of his M&@- 
jeſties revenue, without giving legall account, and hath taken 
great ſummes our of the Exohequey , converting them to his owne 
uſe, when his Majeftie was neceſſitated for his owacurgent occali- - 
ons, and his Army had beena long time unpaid, 
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That hee hath trayterouſly abuſed the power and authority © 
his government , to the increaſtng, countenancing, and incourag- 
ing of Papiſts, that ſo hee might ſettle a mutuall dependance and 
confidence betwixt himſclfand that party, and by their help pro- 
ſecute and accompliſh his malicious and tyrannicalt deftgnes. 


That hee hath maliciouſly endeavouredto ſtirre np enmity and 


hoſtility berween his Majeſties Subjects of England, and thoſe of 


Scotland, 
VI; 

* That he hath trayterouſfly broken the great truit repoſed in him 
by his Majeſty, of Lieutenant generall of his Army, by wilfully 
betraying diverſe of his Majeſties Subjects to death, his Army to 
a diſhonourable defeat by the Scots at Newborne, and the towne of 
Newcaſtle into their hands,rothe end thar by the effuſion of bloud, 
by diſhonour, and ſo great a loſſe of Newcaſtle, his Majeſties Re- 
alme of Enzland might be ingadged in a nationall and irrecoafili- 
able quarrell-with the Scots. 

VIT. 

That to preſerve himſelf from being queſtioned forthcſe aad 
other his trayterous courſes, hee 1aboured to ſubvertthe rites of 
Parliaments,and theancient courſe of Parliamentary proceedings, 
and by falſe and malicious flanders to incenſe his Majeſty againſt 
Parliaments, By which words, counſels, and actions,he-hath tray- 
terouſly and contrary to his allegiance laboured. ro alienate the 
hearts of the Kings licge people from his Majeſtic, ro ſer a divition 


'berweenthem, andto ruine and deſtroy his Majeſties Kingdomes, 


for which they impeach -him of high treaſon againſt. our Sove- 
Taigne Lord:the King, his Crownand dignity,

- -» And he the-faid Earle of Straff ord was Lord Neputy of /reland, 


and Lieutenant generall of the Army there; viz. his moſt excel- 
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LF 
kent Majeſtie for his Kingdomes both of Engl/andand 7reland, and 
Lord Preſident ofthe North,during the time that all and every the: 
crimes and offences before ſet forth were done and committed,and 
hethe ſaid Earle was Lieutenant generall of all his Majeſties Army 
inthe North parts of England, during the timethat the crimes and 
offences in the 5. and 6. Articles ſer forth, were done & commited. 
I X. 

And the ſaid Commons by proteſtations, ſaving to themſelves 
the liberty of cxhibiring at any time hereafterany other accuſation 
or impeachment againſt the ſaid Earle, and alſo of replying to the 
an{wers that heethe ſaid Earle ſhall make untothe ſaid Articles, or 
to any of them, and of offering proofes alſo-of the premiſles, or 
any of them, or any other impeachment or accuſation that ſhall be 
exhibited by them (as the cauſc ſhall according to the courſe of 
Parliaments require) do pray that the ſaid Earle may be put to an- 
ſwer for alland every the premitſes, that ſuch proceedings, examt- 
nations, tryals, and judgements, may be uponevery ofthem had 
and uſcdasis agrecableto law and juiticc. 


T he further impeachment of Thomas Earl of 


Strafford , by the commons afſcmbled in parliament, 164.0. 


VvW Hereasthe ſaid Commons havealready exhibited Articles 
againſt the ſaid Earle, formerly expreſied, &c. Now the 
ſaid commons do further impcach the ſaid Earl as followeth, viz.- 


That hethe ſaid Earle of Srrafford the 21. day of arch, 'in the 
$. yeare of his now Majeſties reigne was Preſident of the Kings 
Councel in the Nottherne parts of Englaxd. 

That hee the {aid Earle being Preſident of the ſaid Councell on 
the 21. day of <March, a commiſſion under the great Seale of En- 
land, with certaine Schegules of inſtructions theretoannexed, was 
| dircted 
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direQed to the ſaid Earle, and | "0 the Commiſſioners therein 
named, whereby amongſt other thing*, powerand authority is li- 
mited ro the faid Earleand others the Commiſſioners therein na- 
med to hearc and determine all offences and miſdemeanours, ſuites 
debates, controverſies, and demands, cauſes, things, and matrers 
whatſocver therein contained, and within certaine precinds in the 
ſaid Northerne parts therein ſpecified, and in ſuch manner as by 
the ſaid Schedule is limited aad appointed. 

That amongſt other things in the ſaid inſtructions,it is directed 
that the ſaid Preſident and others therein appointed,ſhall heare and 
determine according to the courſe of proceedingsin the court of 
Starchamber, divers oftences, deceits and falſitics therein mentio-. 
ned, whether the ſame be provided for, by the as of Parliamenr, 
ornot, ſo that the fines impoſed be nor lefſe then by aR or acts of 
Parliament provided for,by thoſe offences 1s appointed. 

That alſoamongſt other things ia the ſaid inſtructions, it is di- 
xeed that the ſaid Preſident and others therein appointed, have 
power tocxamine , heare, and determine according to the courſe 
of proceedings inthe court of Chancery,all manner of complaints 
for any mattcr within the ſaid Precincts as well concerning lands, 
renements, and hcreditaments, either Freehold, cuſtomary, or co. 
pyhold, as Leaſcs, and other thingstherein mentioned, and to ſtay 
proccedings inthe court of common Law by injunction, or other- 
wiſe, by all wayes and meanes asis uſed inthe court of Chancery, 

And althoughthe former Prefidencs of the ſaid councell had ne- 
ver put in practice ſuch inftrutions, nor had they any ſuch inſtru- 
Ctions, yet the ſaid Earle in the month of May, in the ſaid 8. yeare, 
and divers yearcs following, did put in practice, exerciſe, and uſc, 
and cauſed to bee uſed and put in praQicethe ſaid commiſſion and 
inſtructions, and did dire& and exerciſe an exorbirantand unlaw- 
full power and juriſdition on the perſons andeſtares of his Ma- 
jeſties Subjects in thoſe parts, and did difinheritdivers of his Ma- 
jeſtics Subjects in thoſe parts of their jnheritances, ſequeſtred their 

poſſcſhons 
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F 
poſſeſſions, and did fine, ranſome, puniſh, and impriſon them, and 
cauſed them to bee fined, ranſomed, puniſhed andimprifoned;to 
their ruine and deſtruRtion, and namely, S*. Coniers Darcy, S*; Jobs. 
Bourcher, and divers others, againit the Lawes, and in ſubverſion 
of the ſame. And the faid commiſſion and inſtrudions were pro- 
cured and iſſued by the advice of the ſaid Earle. 

And hee the ſaid Earle, ro theintent that ſuch illegall and unjuſt 
power might bee exerciſed with the greater licenccaad will, did 
adviſe, counſell, and procure further diretions, in and by the 
faid inftrugionsto be given, that no prohibition bee granted at all 
bur in caſes where the {aid councell ſhall cxcecd the limits ofthe 
ſaid inſtructions: And that ifany writ of Habeas corpus be granted, 
the party be not diſcharged till the party performe the decree and 
order of the ſaid Councell, 

And the ſaid Earle in the 13. yeare of his now Majcſtics reigne, 
did procurc a new Commiſſtionto himſcitand others therein ap- 
pointed, with the ſaid inſtructions, and other unlawfull additions. 

That the ſaid Commiſſion and wſtructions were procured by 
the ſolicitation and advice of the ſaid Earle of Strafford, 
II, | 

That ſhortly afterthe obtaining of the ſaid Commiſhondated 
the 21. of March, inthe 8. yeare of hisnow Majeſtics Reigne (to 
wit ) the laſt day of Auguſt theanexrt following, he the ſaid Earle 
( to bring his Majeſties liege peopleintoa dillike of his Majeſty and 
of his government, and to tertific the Taſticesof the peace from ex- 
ecuting ofthe lawes he the ſaid Earle,being then prefidentasaford 
faid, and aluftice of peace ) did publickly atthc Afzes held for 
the Countrey of Yorke in thecity of Yorke, inand upon the laid 
Lift day of Auguft,declare and publith before the people there ar, 
tending for the adminiſtration of Juſtice according to the law, 
and in the preſcnce of the Luſtices fitting , that ſame of the Infticts 
were alt for law. but they ſhowld finde that the. K ings littlefinger ſhould 
be heater then the loynes of the law, 

III, That 
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That the Realme of 7reland having beene time out of minde an- 

nexcd ro the Imperiall Crowne of this his Majeſties Realme of 

England,and governed by the ſame laws:the ſaid Earle being Lord 

Deputy of that Realme , to bring his Majeſties liege people of that 

Kingdomelikewiſe into diſlike of his Majeſties government, aad 
intending the ſubverſion of the fundamentall lawes and ſetled go- 
vernment of that Realme, and the diſtraftion of his Majeſtics liege 
people, there did upen the 30.day of Septemb. inthe 9 year of his 
now Majcſties reigne, inthe City of Dublin ( the chicf Ciry of 
that Kingdome where his Majeſtics privy Councell, and Courts 
of Tuſtice doe ordinarly reſfide,and whither the Nobility and Gen- 
try of thatrealme do uſually reſort for Iuſtice) in a publick ſpeech 

Lefore divers of the Nobility and Gentry, and before the Major, 

Aldermen,and Recorder, and many Citizens of Dublin, and other 

his Majeſties liege people , declare and publiſh, that Ireland was 4 

congacred Nation and that the King might doe with them what he plea- 

ſed, and ſpeaking of the Charters of the former Kings of England 
madeto that City , he further ſaid, that theirCharters were nothing 
worth, and did binde the King no further then he pleaſed. 

IV 


That Richard Earle of Corke having ſued out proces in courſe 
of law for recovery of his poſſeſſion , trom which hee was put, by 
colour of an order made by the ſaid Earle of Strafford and the 
Counccll-Table of theſaid realme of 7reland. The ſaid Earle of 
Strafford upon a paper-petition withour legall proceedings, di rhe 
20, dayof February, in the 11. year of his now Majeſties reigne, 
threaten the ſaid Earle of Corke ( being then a Peere of the ſaid Re- 
alme)to impriſon him, unlefſehe would ſurceaſe his ſuit c, and ſaid 
thar he would have neither law nor lawyers diſpute or queFtion any of his 
orders, Andthe 20, day of March, inthe ſaid 11. year the ſaid 
Eatle of Strafford ſpeaking of ane order of the ſaid Councell- 


Table of that rcalme, made inthe timeof King Tames, which _ 
CErne 
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cerneda leaſe which the ſaid Earle of Corke claimed in certaine rec- 
tories or tithes whichthe ſaid Earle of Corke alleadged to be of no 
force;ſaid, that he would makethe ſaid Earle and all Ireland know, ſo 
long as he had the government there, any aft of State there made, or tobe 
made, ſhould be as binding to the Subjetts of that Kingdome, as an att of 
Parliament. And did queſtion the ſaid Earle of Corke in the caſtle 
chamber, upon pretence of breach ofthe ſaid order of Councell 
table, and did ſundry other times, and upon ſundry other occaſt- 
ons, by his words and ſpecches arrogateto himſelf a power above 
the fundamentall lawes, and eſtabliſhed government of that King- 
dome, and {corned the faid lawes and eſtabliſhed government, 
V. 

That according to ſuch his declarations and ſpeeches, the ſaid 
Earle of rs dvr diduſe and cxerciſe a power above, and againſt, 
and to the ſubverſion of the ſaid fundamentall lawes, and eſtabliſh- 
ed government of the ſaid Realme of Ireland, extending fuch his 
power toithe:goods, free-holds, inherirances, liberties, and lives 
of his Majcſtics Subjects of the {aid Realme, 2/z. The ſajd Earle 
of Strafford the 12. day of Decemb. anno Dom: 1635.inthetime of 
full peace, did in the ſaid Realme of 7reland, give and procuretobe 
given againſt the Lord cAount-Norris (thenand yet a Peer of Ire- 
land, and then Yice Treaſurer and receiver generall of the Realme 
of Ireland, and one of the principall Secretaries of State, and keeper 
ofthe Privy-fignet, of the ſaid Kingdome;, a ſentence of death by a 
Councell of watre called together by the ſaid Earle of Strafford, 
withqutany warrant orauthority of law, or offence deſcrying any 
ſuch puniſhment. And hee the ſaid Earle did alſoat Dublin within 
theſaid Realme of Ireland, in the month of March, inthe 14. yeare 
of his Majeſties Reigne without any legall ordue proceedings or 
tryall, give or cauſe to begiven, a ſentence of death againſt one 0- 
ther of his Majeſties Subje&s , whoſe name is yet unknown, and 
cauſed him to be putrodeath in execution ofthe ſaid ſentence, 
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VE. 

That the ſaid Earle of Srr sf ord without any legall proceedings 
and upon a paper petition of Richard Ralftexe, did caule the (aid 
Lord cAMount-Norris to bee diſeized and put out of poſletſton of 
his free hold and inheritance of his Mannor of Tymore ia the 
County of Armagh, in the Kingdome of 7re/and, the ſaid Lord 
Hount- Norris having been two yeares before in quiet poſlefion 
thercof. 

VII. 

That the ſaid Earle of Srrafford in the Terme of Holy Trinity, in 
the 13. ycare of his now Majeſties Reigne, did cauſe a caſe com; 
monly called The caſe of Tenures upon defettive titles to be made and 
drawne up without any jury ortryall, or other legall proces and 
without the conſent of partics, and did then procure the Judges of 
the ſaid Realme of 7relandto deliver their opinions and reſolutions 
tothatcaſc, and by colour of ſuch opinion did without any lzgall 
proceeding, cauſe Thomas Lord Dillon, a Peere of the ſaid Realme 
of Ireland, to bee put ont of poſſeſſionof divers Landsand Tene- 
ments, being his free-hold in the County of Mago and Roſecomen, 
19 the ſaid Kingdome, and divers others of his Majeſties Subjects 
tro bec alſoput out of poſſeſſion, and diſcized of their tree-hold by 
colourofthe ſame reſolation, without legall proccedings, where- 
by many hundreds of his Majefties Subje&ts were undone, and 
their familics utterly ruined. 

VIII. 

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford upon a petition of Sir 1ohn Gif- 
ford Knight , the firſt day of Februarie, inthe ſaid 13. yeare of his 
Majetis reigne, without any legall proceſſe , made a decree or 
order againſt Adam Viſcount Lofts of Elie, a Peere of the ſaid 
Realme of 7re/and, and Lord Cha icellor of [reland, and did cauſe 
the ſaid Viſcount to be impriſoned and kept cloſe priſoner onpre- 
tence of diſobedience to the ſaid decree ororder. 


Andthe ſaid Earle without any authoritie, and contrarieto his 
| commiſſion 
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commiſſion, required and commanded the ſaid Lord Viſcount to 
yeeld unto him the great Seale ofthe Realme of Ireland, which was 
then in his cuſtodie, by his Majcſties command and impriſoned 
the ſaid Chancellor for not obeying ſuch his command. 

And without any legall proccedings, did in the ſame x3. yeare 
impriſan George Earle of Kildare, a Peere of Irelang, againſt law, 
thereby to entorce him to ſubmit his title ro the Mannor & Lord- 
ſhip of Caftle- Leigh in the Queenes county, (being of greatyear- 
ly value )to the ſaid Earle of Srraff ords will and pleaſure, and kept 
him a yeare priſoner : For the ſaid cauſe two months whereof he 
kept him cloſe priſoner, and refuſed to enlarge him , notwithſtan- 
ding his Majeſtics letters for his enlargement to the ſaid Earle of 
Straff ord diricted, 

And upon a petition exhibited in 0Fober , 1635, by Thomas 
Hibbats againſt Dame Hary Hibbots Widow, to him the faid 
Earle of Strafford, the ſaid Earle of Strafford recommended the 
faid petition to the Councell-Table of 7re/ard, where the moſt 
part of the Councell gave their vote and opinion for the ſaid La- 
dic, but the ſaid Earlc finding fault herewith , cauſed an order to be 
entred againſt the ſaid Ladit, and threatned her , that if ſhee refuſed 
to ſubmit thereunto,, hee would impriſon her , and fine her five 
hundred pound, that if ſhe continued obſtinate , he would continue 
her impriſonment , and double her fine every month by month, 
whereof ſhee was enforcedto relinquiſh herefſtare inthe land que- 
ſtioned inthe ſaid petition, which ſhortly was conveyed to Sir 
Robert Meredith, tothe ule of the laid Earle of Strafford. 

And the ſaid Earle in like manner did impriſon divers othcrs 
of his Majeſtics Subjects upon pretence of diſobedience to his or: 
ders,and decrees, and other illegall commands by him made for 
pretended debts , titles of lands, and other cauſes in an arbitrarie 
and extrajudiciall courſe, upon paper petitions to hun preferred , 
and no other cauſe legally depending. 
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That the ſaid Earle of Srrefford the 16. day of Februarie in the 
12 yeare ofhis now Majeſties reigne, aſſuming to himſelfe a po- 
wer above and againſt law,took upon him agenerallby warrant un- 
der his hand togive power to the Lord Biſhop of Down and Connor 
his Chancellor, or Chancellors and their ſeverall officers thereto 
to beappointed, toattach and arreſt the bodies of all ſuch of the 
meaner &poorcr ſort, wherafter citation ſhould either refuſe ro ap- 
peare before them,or appearing ſhould omit,or denie to performe, 
or under-goe all lawfull decrees, ſentences and orders, iſſued, im- 
poſed, or given outagainſt them, and them to commit and keepe 
inthe next Gaoleuntillthey ſhould cither performe ſuch ſentences, 
or put in ſufficient Baile to ſhew ſomereaſon before the Councell- 
Table, of ſuchtheir contempt and negle& ; And theſaid Earle the 
day and yeare laſt mentioned , ſigned and iſſued an warrant to that 
effe , and made the like warrant to fend all other Biſhops and 
their Chancellors in the ſaid Realme of 7relandto the ſame eftect, 


X. 

That the ſaid Earle of Srrafford becing Lord Lientenant , or 
Deputic of 7re/and, procured the cuſtomes of the Marchandize 
exportcd out, and imported into that Realme to bee farmed to his 
owne ule, 

And in the 9. yeare of his now Majeſtics reigne, hee having 
then intreſtin the ſaid cuſtomes (to advance his owne gatne and 
lucre ) did cauſe and procurethe native commodities of Ireland, 
to bee rated inthe booke of Rates for the cuſtomes ( according to 
which the cuſtomes were uſually gathered ) at farre greater values 
and pricesthen in truth they were worth ; ( that is to ſay ) every 
hide at 20. ſhillings, which intruth was worth bur five ſhillings 
every ſtone of Woole at 13. ſhillings 4. pence, though the ſame 
ordinarily were worth bur five ſhillings, at the utmoſt but 9. ſhil- 
lings ; by which mcanesthe cuſtome whichbefore was but a 20. 
part of the true valuc ofthe commoditie,was inhanced ſome-times 
to 
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to a fift part, and ſometimes to a fourth , and Tometimes to a third 
partofthe true value, to the great oppreſſion of the Subjedts and 
decay of Marchandize, ; 
X I. 


That the ſaid Earle, in the 9g. yeare of his now Majeſtics 
reigne, did by his owne will and pleaſure, and for his owne lacre 
reſtraine the exportation of the commodities of that Kingdome 
without his licence,asnamely Pipe-ſtaves and other commaditics, 
and then raiſcd great ſummes of money for licencing of exporta- 
tion of thoſe commodities , and diſpenſation of the ſaid reſtraints 
impoſed on them , by which meanes the Pipe-ſtaves were raiſed 
from foure pound ten ſhillings ; or five pound per thouſand to ten 
pound, and ſometimes a leven pound perthouſand , and other com- 
modities were inhanced inthe like proportion , and by the ſame 
meanes by him theſaid Earle. 

X II. 

Thar the ſaid Earle beeing Lord Deputie of Ireland, on the 
9. day of anuarie in the 13. year of his Majeſties reigne, did then 
under colour to regulatethe importation of Tobacco into the ſaid 
Realme of 7reland , iſſue a Proclamation in his Majcſtics name, 
prohibiting the importation of Tobacco without licence , of him 
and the Councell there from and after the firſt day of May , Anno 
Dom, 1638. after which reſtraint, the ſaid Earle, notwithſtan- 
ding the ſaid reſtraint,cauſed divers great quantiries of Tobaccoto 
bee imported to his owne uſe, and fraughted divers ſhips with 
Tobacco, which hce imported to his owne uſe: And that ifany 
ſhip brought Tobacco into any Port there, the ſaid Earle and his 
Agents uſed to buy the ſameto his owne uſe, attheir owne price. 
And if that the owners refuſcd to let him have the ſameat under 

values, thenthey were not permitted to vent the ſame; by which 

undue meanes the ſaid Earle having gotten the wholetrade of To- 

bacco into his owne hands, he ſoldit at great and exceſſive prices, 

ſuch as he liſtto impoſe for his owne profit, FR 
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 _ Andthe more to aſſure the ſaid Monopoly of Tobacco, he the 
ſaid Earle on the 23 day of Februarie, in the 13. yeare aforeſaid , 
did iſſue another Proclamation,commanding that none ſhould pur 
to ſale any Tobacco by wholeſale from 8 after the laſt day of May 
then next x1 0-yer: but what ſhould be made up into rolls, and 
the ſame ſealed with 2. ſeales by hunſelf appointed one at cach cad 
of the roll. And ſuch as was notſo ſealed,to be ſcized , appointing 
6. pence the pound for a reward to ſuch perſons as ſhould ſ{ize the 
ſame:&the perſons in whoſe cuſtodic the unſcaledTobacco ſhould 
be found to be committed to Gaole, which laſt Proclamation was 
covered by a pretence of the reſtraining of the ſale of unwhole. 
ſome Tobacco , but it was truely to advancethe ſaid Monopoly. 
Which Proclamation the ſaid Earle did rigorouſly pur in execu- 
tion , by ceazing the goods, fining , impriſoning , whipping , and 
putting the oftendors againſt the ſame Proclamation on the pilla- 
rie, asnamely Barnaby Hubbard , Edward Cavena, Iohn Tumen , 
and divers others : and made the Officers of State and Juſtices of 
Peace, and other Officers to ſerve him in compaſſing and execu- 
ting theſeunjuſtand undue courſes. By which cruelties and unjuſt 
Monopolies, the ſaid Earlc raiſed 100000.pounds per annumgaine 
to himſelfe. And yet the faid Earle, though hee inhanced the cu- 
Komes where it concerned the Merchants, in generall, yet dreiy 
downe the impoſt formerly taken on Tobacco, from fix pence the 
pound torhree pence the pound, it beeing for his owne profit ſo 
rodoc. And the ſaid Earleby the ſame, and orher rigorous and 
undue meanes,raiſed ſeverall other Monopolies & unlawfull exacti- 
ons for his owne gaine , viz. On'Starch , Iron pots, Glaſles, To- 
bacco-pipes and ſcverall other commodirics, | 
XIII. 

That Flax bceing one of the principall and native commodities 
of that Kingdomeof 7reland, the ſaid Earle having gotten grear 
quantitiesthere of into his hands , and growing 0a his owne lands, 
did iſe out ſeyerall Proclamations, viz, One datcd the 20, Gay 
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I 
of Mayinthe 11, of his Majeſties reigne , andthe other dated the 
31. of 14s. inthe fame yeare, thereby preſcribing and-injoyning 
the working of Flax into Yarne and Threed , and the ordering of 
the ſame in ſuch wayes, wherein the Natives of that Kingdome 
were unpra@ifed and unskilfull: Which Proclamations ſo itfued, 
were by his commands and warrants to his Majeſtie Juſtices of 
Peace, and other Officers, and by other rigorous meanes pur in 
Execution, and the Flax wrought or ordered in other manner then 
as the ſaid Proclamation preſcribed was ceazed and imployed 
tothe uſe ofhim and his Agents, and thereby the ſaid Earle ende- 
voured to gaine and did gaine in effe& the (ole fale of rhat native 
commoditie, 

XIV. 

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford, by proclamationdared the 16 
day of October ,in the 14 yearc of his Majeſtic reigne, did impoſe 
upon the Owners, Maſters, Purſers and Boarſwaines of every 
ſhip anew and unlawfull oath vis. that they (two or more of 
them ) immediatly after the arivall of any ſhip within any Port or 
Creeke inthe ſaid Kingdome of Trelaxd, ſhould give ina true in- 
voice ofthe outward bulke of wares and Merchandiſes, and num- 
ber of goods, and the qualities and condition of the ſaid goods , as 
farre as tothem ſhould bee knowne , the names of the ſeverall Mer- 
chants proprietours of the ſaid goods, and the places from whence 
they werefraughted, and whither they were bound to diſcharge: 
Which | yon nr was accordingly put in execution, and ſun- 
drie perſons enforced to take the ſaid unlawfull oath. 

XV... 

That theſaid Earle of Strafford trayterouſly and wickedly devi- 
ſed and contrived by force of Armes ina warlike manner to ſubdue 
the Subjects of the ſaid Realme of 7reland, to bring them under 
histyrannicall power and will, and in purſuance of his wicked and 
trayrerous purpoſes aforeſaid, the ſaid Earle of Strafford, inthe 
cighth year of his Majeſtics reigne,did by his ownauthority, with- 
out

out any warrant or colour of Law, tax and impoſe great ſummes 
of money upon the towns of Baltemore, Baudenbridge , Talowe, 
and divers other towns and places inthe ſaid Kealme of 7reland, 
and did cauſethe ſame to hee levied upon the inhabicants of thoſe 
towns by troupes of Souldiers, with forceand armes, ina warlike 
manner. And on the ninth day of March, in the twelfth yearc of 
his now Majeſties reigne, trayterouſly did give authority unto Ro- 
bert Savile a Serjeant at armes, and to the captaines ofthe compa« 
nics of Souldiers, inſeverall parts of that realme,to ſend ſuch num- 
bers of Souldiers to lic on the lands and houſes of ſuch as would 
not conforme to his orders, untill they ſhould render obedience 


to his ſaid orders and warrants, and after ſuch ſubmiſſion (and not 


before) the ſaid Souldiers to returne to their Garriſons. And did 
alſo iſſu ethe like warrants unto diverſe othgrs which warrants 
were in warlike manner, with force and armes put in execution 


accordingly , and by ſuch warlike meanes did force divers of 


'bis Majeſtics Subjects of that realme to ſubmit themiclves to his 
unlawtull commands, 

And ia the ſaid twelfth yeare of his Majeſties rcigne, the ſaid 
Earle of Strafford did trayterouſly cauſe certainetroupes of horſe 
and foot armed in warlike manner,and in warlike array, with force 
and armes , toexpell Richard Butler from the poſſeſſion of Caſtle- 
cumber, in the Territory of dough, in the ſaid realme of [reland: 
and didlikewiſe and in like warlike manner, expel] divers of his 
Majeſties Subjects from their houſes, families, and poſſeſſions, as 
namly Edward Brenman,owen Oberman, Patrick Oberman ,S.Cyprian 
Horsfield, and divers others, to the number of about an hundred fa- 
miles, and took and impriſoned them andtheir wives, and carried 
them priſoners to Dablin, and there detained them untill they did 
yeeldup, ſurrender, or releaſe their reſpective eſtares and rights, 

And the ſaid Earle in like warlike manner hath during his go- 
vernment of the {aid Kingdome of treland ſubdued divers others 
of his Majcſties Subjects caſe to his will, and thereby and by the 
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meanes aforeſaid, hath levied warre within the ſaid realme againſt 
his Majeſtic and his liege people of that kingdome. 

XVI 


That the ſaid Earle of Strafford the 2 2.0f Febraaric in the ſeventh 
yeare of his now Majeſties reigne, intending to oppreſle the ſaid 
Subjects of Ireland, did make a propoſicion,and obtained from his 
Majcſtie anallowance that no complaint of injuſtice or opprefſion 
done in Ireland, ſhould be received in England againſt any , unlefle 
it firſt appeared that the partic made firſt his addreſſe ro him the 
ſaid Earle : And the ſaid Earle having by ſuch uſurped Tyran- 
nicall and exorbitant power, expreſſed in the former Articles, dc- 
ſtroycd thePeeres and other Subjects of that Kingdome of Ireland, 
in thcir lives , confciences, lands, li5ertics, and eſtates , the ſaid 
Earle to the intent the better to maintain and ſtrengrhen his po- 
wer, and tobring the people intoa diſaffeRion of his Majeſtic, as 
aforcſaid, did ufe his Majcſtics name in the exccution of his ſaid 
power. Andto prevent the Subjects offchat Realme,ofall meanes 
of complaintsro his Majeſtic, and of redrefle againſt him and his 
agents, did iſſuc a Proclamarton bearing date the 17. day of Sep- 
tember,inthe 11. ycare of his Majcſties reigne, thereby comman- 
ding all che Nobtilicie, undertakers and others , who held eſtates 
and offices in the faid Kingdome ( except ſuch as were imployed 
in his Majeſties ſervice, oratrending in E#z/a#d by his ſpeciall com- 
mand ) to maketheir perſonall reftdence in the faid Kingdome of 
Treland,and not to depart thence withour licence of himſelfe , And 
the ſaid Earle hath ſince iſlued other Proclamations to the ſame 
purpoſe, by meanes whereof the Subjects of the ſaid Realme are 
reſtrained from ſecking reliefe againſt the oppreffions ofthe ſaid 
Earle without his licence ;z Which Proclamation the ſaid Earle 
hath by ſeverall rigorous wayes , as by fine, impriſonment, and 
otherwiſe, put inexecurion on his Majeſties Subjects, as namely; 
one Parrie , and others , who came over only to complaine 
ofthe exorbitancgs and oppreſſions of the ſaid Earle. 
£ . 5." Wy XVII, That 
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XVII, | 
That the ſaid Earle having by ſuch meanes as aforeſaid ſubver- 

ted the government and lawes of the Kingdome of Ireland, did in 
March in the 16. yeare of his Majeſtics reigne, in ſcandall of his 
Majeſtic, of all his Kingdomes, and in further execution of his 
wicked purpoſes aforeſaid, ſpeaking ofthe Armies in 1reland , de- 
clare that his Majeſtic was ſo well plcaſed with the Armie of Ire- 
land , and the conſequence thereof, that his Majeſtic would cer- 
rainly make the ſame a parterne forall his three Kingdomes. 

XVIII, 

That the ſaid Earle of Straff ord, for the better effeing of his 
trayterous defignes and wicked purpoſes , did endeavour to draw 
dependencie upon himſelfe of the Papiſts. in both Kingdomes 
of England and Ireland, and to that end during thetime of his go- 
vernment inreland, he reſtored divers Frieries and Maſſe-houſes 
( which had bcene formerly ſuppreſſed by the precedent Deputics 
of that Kingdome,two ofwhich houſes were inthe citic of, Dub/n, 
and had becn aſhignedto the uſe of the Univerſity there)to the pre- 
tended owners thereof , who have {ince imployedthe ſame tothe 
excrciſe of the Popiſh Religion. 

And inthe month of May and [ure laſt, the ſaid Earle did raiſe 
an Armie inthe ſaid Realme of 1reland,conſiſting of 8000 foot,all 
of which, except 1000. orthere abouts, were Papiſts , and the ſaid 
onethouſand were drowne out of the old Armie there conſiſting of 
ewo thouſand foot , & intheir places there wereput a thouſand pa- 
piſts or thereabouts , pur into the ſaid old Armie by theſaid Earle, 

And the moreto engage and tye the new Armie of Papiſts to 
himſelfe , and to encourage them, and to diſcourage and weare 
out the old Armie, the ſaid Earle did ſoprovide, that the ſaid new 
Armie of Papiſts were ducly paid, and hadall neceſſaries provided 
for them, and permitted the exerciſe of their Religion, but the ſaid 
oldarmie were forthe ſpace of one whole year & upwards unpaid. 
And the ſaid Earle becing appointed a Commiſſioner _—_— 
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11. feverall Counties in the Northern partes of Znzland, for com- 
pounding with Recuſants for their forefcitures ducto his Majeſtic, 
which commiſſion beareth date the 8, day of 7ulie in the fifth yeare 
of his Majeſtics reigne that now is, and being alſo recciver of the 
compoſition money thereby ariſing,and ofother debts,dutics,and 
penalties for his Majeſties uſe, by Letters Patents,darcd the 9, day 
of the ſaid /u/ie: He to engage the ſaid Recuſantsto him, did com- 

ound with them at lowe and under-rates, and provided that they 
ſhould be diſcharged of all proceedings againſt them, in all his Ma- 
jeſtics Courrs , both temporall and Ecclefiaſticall , in manifeſt, 
breach of and contrarteto the Lawes and-Statutes of this Realme, 
inthat bchalfe eſtabliſhed. 

X'IX. 

That theſaid Earle having taxed andlevied the ſaid impoſiti- 
ons, andraiſedthe ſaid Monopolies , and committed the ſaid op 
preſſions in his Majeſties name, and as by his Majeſties royall 
command, hee the ſaid Earle in 47 the 15. yeare ofhis Majeſtics 
reigne, did ofhis owne authoritie contrive and frame a new and 
unuluall oath, by the purport whereofamong many other things; 
The partie raking the ſaid oath, was to ſwearethat hee ſhould not 
proteſt againſt any of his Majeſties Royall commands,but ſubmir 
themſelves in all obedience thereuato, - Which oath hee ſo contri- 
vedto enforce theſame onthe Subjects of the Scortiſh Nation inha- 
biting in reland , and out of an hatred tothe ſaid Nation, and to 
put them to-a diſcontent with his Majeſtic and his government 
there, and compelled divers of his Majcſtics faid Subjes there to 
take the ſaid oath , ſome heegrievoully fined, and impriſoned, and 
others hee deſtroyed and exiled , and namely , the r 0. of 0Fober; 
Anno Dom. 1639. Hee fined Henrie Steward and his wife, who re- 
fuſed to take the ſaid oath", 5000. pounds a pcece, and their two 
daughters and /ames Gray three thouſand pounds © peece, & im pris 
ſoned them for not paying the ſaid fines. The [ail Henrie Stewards 
wife and daughters and ames Gray , being the. Kings leige people; 
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of the Scottiſh Nation, and divers others hee uſed in the like man- 
ner; And the ſaid Earle upon that occaſion did declare that the 
ſaid oath did not only oblidge them in point of allegeance ro his 
Majeſtic, and acknowledgement of his Supremacic onely, bur ta 
the ceremonies aad government of the Church eſtabliſhed, or to 
beeſtalbiſhed by his Majeſtics roya!l authority; And ſaid, that the 
rctuſcrs to obcy , he would proſecute to the bloud, 

X X. 

That the ſaid Earle in the 15, and 16. yeares of his Majeſties 
reigne, and divers years paſt, laboured and endeavourcd to beger 
in his Viajeſtie an ill opinion of his Subjes , namely, thoſe of the 
Scottiſh nation, anddivers & ſundry times,andeſpecially ſincethe 
pacification made by his Majeſtie with his ſaid Subjects of Scot- 
land ia ſummer, inthe 15. year of his Majeſties reigne;he, the ſaid 
Earle did labour and eadevourto perſwade,incite,and provoke his 
Majeſty to an offenſive war againſt his ſaidSubyects of the Scorriſh 
Nation:and the ſaid Earle, by his counſell,aRions, and endevours, 
hath beene aad is a principall and chiefe incendiary of the war,and 
diſcord berween his Majeſtic and his Subjects of England, and the 
ſaid Subjects of Scorland,and hath declared,and adviſed his Majeſty 
that rhe demand made by the Scots in their Parliament werea ſuf; 
ficient cauſe of war againſtthem. The ſaid Earle having formerly 
expreſſed the height and rancor of his minde towards his Subjects 
ofthe Scottiſh Nation, v7, the 10 day of Oober, inthe 15. year 
of his Majeſticsreigne , hee ſaid that the Nation ofthe Scots were 
rebels, andtraytors; and he being thenabout to come to England , 
hethen further ſaid,rhar ifir, pleaſed his Maſter ( meaning his Ma: 
jeſty ) to ſend him back againe, he would root out of the ſaid Kiag- 
dome (meaning the Kingdome of 1re/and) the Scottiſh Nation both 
root and branch. Some Lords, and others who had taken the ſaid 
oath in the precedent Article only excepted:and the ſaid Earle hath 
caulſcd divers ofthe ſaid Ships and goods of the Scots to be ſtayed , 
{ſeized,and moleſted, to the intent to ſet oa the ſaid war. 

XXI, That 
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X XI. 

That the faid Earle of Srraff or, ſhortly after his ſpeeches mentio- 
ned in the laſt prececent Article,to wit,in the 1 5. year of his Majeſt 
ics reigne,came into this Realme of England, and was made Lord 
Leivrenant of Ireland, and cominued his government of that King- 
dome by aDeputy : At his arrivall here, finding rhat his Majeſtie 
with much wiſedome and goodnefſe had compoſed the troubles in 
the North, and had madc a pacification with his Subjects of Scor- 
land; hee laboured by al! mcanes to procure his Majeſty to breake 
that pacification, inccnfiag his Majeſty againſt his SubjeRs of that 
Kingdome, and the proceedings of the Parliament there. And ha- 
vingincenſed his Majeſtic ro an offenſive war againſt his ſaid Sub- 
jects of Scotland by Sea and by Land ; and by pretext thereof, ro 
raiſe Forces iorthe maintenance of that warre : hee counſelled his 
Majeſty to call a Parliamentin England; yer the ſaid Earleintended, 
ifthe ſaid proceedings of that Parliament ſhould not bee ſuch as 
would ſtand with the ſaid Earle of Srraffords miſchievous deſignes, 
he would then procure his Majeſtieto breakthe ſame,and by wayes 
of force and power to raiſe monies upon the faid Subjects of this 
Kingdome, 

And for the incouragement of his Majeſty to hearken to his ad- 
vice, he did before his Majeſty and his privy Councell, then fitting 
in Councell makea large Declaration, that he would ſerve his Ma- 
zeſty in any other way,incaſethe Parliamer ſhould notſupply him, 

XXII, 

That inthe moneth of March , before the beginning of the laſt 
Parliament the ſaid Earle of Strefford, went into Ireland , and pro- 
cured the Parliament ofthar Kingdome to declaretheir aſſiſtance in 
a war againſt the Scots, And gave direRions for the raifing of an 
Army conſiſting of 8000 foot,and 1000 horſe, being for the moſt 
part Papiſts, as aforefaid. And confederating with one Sir George 
Radcliffe, did together with him the ſaid Sir George traiterouſly 
conſpire to imploy the ſaid Army fortheruine and deſtruction - 
the 
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the Kingdome of England, and ofhis Majeſties Subjes, and of al- 
tering and ſubverting of the fundamentall Laws of this Kingdome. 
And ſhortly afterthe ſaid Earle of Strafford returned into Eng- 
land,and to ſundry perſons declared his opinion to be That his Ma+ 
jeſtie ſhould firſt try the Parliament here , and if that did not ſupply him 
according to his occaſions, he might then uſe his prerogative as be pleaſed, 
to Levie what he needed and that he ſhould bee acquitted both of God and 
man if he tooke ſome other courſes to ſupply himſelfe, though it were a. 

2ainſt the will of this Subjetts. 

X XIII. | 

That upon the 13. day of .4prill laſt, the Parliament of England 
met, and the Commons houſe, ( then being the repreſeatative Bo- 
dy of allthe Commons in the kingdome)did according tothe truſt 
repoſed in them, enter into debate and conſideration of the great 
grievances of this Kingdome, both in reſpect of Religion and the 
prone Libertie of the Kingdome; and his Majeſty referring chief 
y to the ſaid Earle of Strafford and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
the ordering and diſpoſing - of all matters concerning the Parlia« 
meut; He the ſaid Earle of Strafford-with the afliftance ofthe ſaid 
Archbiſhop did procure his Majcſtie, by ſundry ſpeeches and 
meſſages, to urge the ſaid Commons houſe toenter into ſome reſo; 
lution for his Majeſties ſupply , for maintenance of his warre a- 
gainſt his Subjects of Scotland; Before any courſe was taken forthe 
zclicfe of the great and preſſing grievances where-with this King-= 
dome was then afflied. Whereupon , a demand was then made 
from his Majeſtic of twelve Subſidies , forthe relicte of ſhip-mo- 
ney only; And while the ſaid commons then aſſembled ( with ex- 
preſſions of great affeRionto his Majeltie and his ſervice ) were-in 
debare 8 confideration of ſome ſupplie,before reſolution by them 
made, He the ſaid Earle of Strafford, with the helpe & aſſiſtance of 
the ſaid Arch-biſhop , did procure his Majeſtic to diſſolve the laft 
arliament,upon the 5, day of May laſt: And nponthe ſame day,the 
faid Earle of $1rafforddid treacherouſly, fally and malicio - fly en- 
cyoure 
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devour to inecnſc his Majeſtic againſt his lovingand faithfull Sub- 
jets, who had beene members of the ſaid houſe of Commons, by 
telling his Majeſtie they had denied to ſupplie him. And after- 
ward upon the ſame did-treacherouſly and wickedly counſell and 
adviſe his Majeſtieto this cffteR, viz, That having tried the aff ecti- 
ozs of his people , hee was looſe and abſolved from all rules of govern- 
ment, and was to doe every thing that power would admit , and that his 
cAMajeſtie had tried all wayes , and was refuſed , and ſhould be acquitted 
both of God and man, and that hee had an armie in Ireland ( meaning 
the armie above. mentioned, conſiſting of Papiſts, his depen- 
dants, as iS aforeſaid ) which he might imploy to reduce this Kingdome 
to obedience, 
X XIV. 

That inthe ſame month of CAcay, hee the ſaid Earle of Straff ord, 
falſly, rreacherouſly,and maliciouſly, publiſhed & declared before 
others of his Majeſties privie councell, that the Parliament of Eng- 
land had forſaken the King,and that in denying to ſupply the King, 
they had given him the advantage to ſupply himſclfe by other 
wayes: And divers other times he did maliciouſly, wickedly , and 
falfly pabliſhand declare, that ſeeing the Parliament had refuſed 
to ſupply his Majeſtic in the ordinarie and uſuall way, the King 
might provide for the Kingdome in ſuch wayes as hee ſhould hold 
fir; And thathee was not to ſuffer himſelfe to bee maſtered by the 
frowardneſle of the people. 

And having ſo maliciouſly ſlandered the ſaid houſe of Com- 
mons, hee did with the helpe and advice of the ſaid Archbiſhop of 
Canterburie , and the Lord Finch, late Lord keeper ofthe great 
Seale of England, cauſe to beeprinted , and publiſhed in his Maje- 
ſties name, a falſe and a ſcandalous booke , entitled , H# HMajeſties 
Declaration of the cauſes that moved him to diſſolve the laſt Par- 
liament, full of bitter and malicious inveRtives,and falſe and ſcan- 
dalous aſperſions againſt the ſaid houſe of Commons. 

I. XX V, That 
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That not long after the diſſolution oF the ſaid laſt Parliament, 
(viz.In the moneths of May and 1une he the ſaid Earle of Straff ord 
didadviſethe King to go on rigorouſlyin leavying of the ſhip-mo- JF * 
ney,and did procure the Sheriffes of ſeverall Counties to bee ſent 
for,for not levying the ſhip-money,divers of which were threat- 
ned by him to be ſued in the Star-chamber, and afterwards by his 
advicewere ſued in the Star. chamber , tor not levying the ſame, 
and divers of his Majeſtics loving Subjects were ſent for and im- 
priſoned by his advice abour that and other illegall payments, 
 Andagreatloancofan hundred thouſand pounds were deman- 
ded ofthe citric of London, and the Lord Major, and the Aldermen, 
and the Sherifts ofthe ſaid citie, were ofcen ſent for by his advice to 
the Councel-Tablc, togive an account of their proceedings in rai- 
ling ofſhip-money,and furthering of that loane,and were required 
to certifie the names of ſuch inhabitants of the ſaid citic as were fir 
to.lend, which they with much humilitie refuſing todo,hethe ſaid 
Earle of Strafford did uſe thoſe or the like ſpeeches: viz, That 
they deſerved to bee put in fine and ranſome , and that no good would bee 
done with them, till an example were made of them, and that they were 
laid by the heels, and ſome of the Aldermen hanged wp. 

XXVLI. | 

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford by his wicked counſell having 
brought his Majeſtic into exceſſive charges without any juſt cauſe, 
he did in the month of 7vly laſt (forthe ſupport of the ſaid grear 
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charges) counſell and approve two dangerous and wicked pro- 

jects: Viz. | 
To ſeize upon the Bullion and the money in the Mint. 3. 
And to imbaſe his Majeſties coine with the mixtures of braſle, $ 
And accordiogly he procured one hundred avd thirty thouſand fi 

pounds which was then in the Mint, and belonging to divers Mer- 

chants, ſtrangers and others , to be ſeized on and ſtayed to his Maz 

jeſtics uſe. And when diverſe Merchants of Zondor, owners _— 6) 

al 
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{aid Bullion, cainc to his houſe to let himunderitand th: great 
miſchicfthat courſe would produce here, and in other parts, what 


prejudice ic would be tothe Kingdome, by diſcrediting the Mint, * 


and hindring the importation of Bullion: Hee the ſaid Earle told 
them that the city.of London dealt undutifull p,and unrhankfally 
with his Majeſtie , and that they were more ready to hcl >che re- 
bell, thento help his-Majeſty: and that iFany hurt came to them, 
they might-thank themſelves : and that ir was the courſe of other 
Princes, tomake uſe of ſuch moneys to ſerve their occaſions. 
And wheninthe ſame month of 1«ly the Officers of his Majeſtics 
Mint came to him, and gave hun divers reaſons againſt the imba- 
ſing of the ſaid money, he told them thatthe French King did uſc 
to ſend Commiſlarics of horſe with commiſſion to ſearch into 
mens eſtates,and to peruſe their accompts,thar ſo they may kaow 
what to levic of them by force, which they did accordingly tevie: 
and turning to the Lord Cottingtonthen preſent, laid, That this was 
a point worthy his Lordſhips canſider ation. : 
XXVILI 
That in or about the month of Augu#7 Iaſt he was made Lieute. 
nant generall of all his Majeſties forces in the Nottherne parts a- 
gainſt the Scots, and being at 7ork did inthe month of September by 
his own authority;and wichour any lawfull warrant, impoſea tax 
onhis Majeſties Subjects in the county of Tork,of 8 pence per diem, 
for maintenance of every Souldier of the trained bonds of that 
County, which furames of money he cauſedto be levied by force. 
And tothe end to compell his Majeſties SubjeRs our of feare and 
terrour to yeeld rothe.pay ment of the ſame, he did declare that he 
would commit them: that refuſed the payment thereof, and the 
Souldicrs ſhould be farisfied out of their eſtates; and they thar re- 
tuſcdic were in very little better condition then ofhighercaſon, 
XX.VILI. 
That in the months of September and 0 Foberlaſt,he the ſaid Eari 
of Srrafford being certified of the Scorriſh army comming into the 
| 6 Kingdome 
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Kingdome, and hethe ſaid Earle of Srrafford being Eicutenantge- 
nerall of his Majcſtics army, did not provide for the defence of the 
rown of Newcaſtleas he ought to have done, but ſuffered the ſame 
ro be loſt, that ſo he mightthe more incenfe the Enzl:ſiragainit the 
Scots, And for the ſame wicked purpole,anJ out of a malicious de- 
fire ro ingage the Kingdomes of Enzland and Statlend inanatio- 
nall and bloudy warre, he did write ta the Lord Conway the gene- 
rall ofthe horſc, and under the ſaid Earls command, thathe ſlonld 
fight wich the Scortiſh army at the paſfage over the Tyne, whatſo- 
ever ſhould follow, notwirhſtanding that the ſaid Lord Conway 
had formerly by letters informed him the faid Earle, that his Ma- 
jeſties army then under his command, wasnot offorce ſirfhcientto 
incounter the Scots, by which advice ofhis hee did contrary to the 
duty of his place betray -his Majeſtics.army then under his com 
mand, to apparent danger and tofle. 

Alt andevery of which'wards, councects, am{aRtions, ofthe ſax 
Earle of Straffordraiteroufly and comraty to s-atlegianee to qur
